Shooting stars are not real stars at 
all. but are small bodieg which the 
earth runs into and Which are made so 
hot by friction in the atmosphere that 
they are burned up. The real stars, 
as those of the dipper, are very. very 
far away. so far that no one knows the 
distance. They are bright bodies like 
the gun, but seem like points of light 
because they are so far off. As the 
earth moves about the sun, it fre- 
quentiy meets littie bodies. It is mov- 
ing tast that when it strikes them 
the friction in the air is very great and 
usually they are burned up. They seem 
like moving stars, but are really only 
a few miles above us in our atmos- 
phere. Sometimes one ts so large that 
ft comes through the air, without be- 
ing wholly burned\ up, and falls on

Editor Con@titution: When I read your 
editorial thie morning on ‘‘Maile, Not Patience, 
Desired,’’ I said, “More power to your 
elbow.’ The manner in which the railroad 
trains are, at present, run causes the inquiry 
whether the officers either have any desire 
for promptness or regularity or whether they 
ate desirous of creating a popular sentiment 
in their behalf as being subject to oppressive 
legislation. If a railroad superintendent would 
travel on the main nail’ smaller connecting 
lines and observe how time iy needlessly lost, 
how conductor, brakemen and agents dawdle 
and chat and have no desire for promptness, 
how carelessiy and inefficiently everything 
is done, he would not be surprised that trains 
are late and connections delayed. It ig com- 
Plained om the main lines that the trains on 
the branches aud smaller lines often come 
in late. 
because these operatives do not 
make any effort to make thelr 
time‘ or be prompt in getitng away from sta- 
tions. There seems to be among them an 
entire indifference whether they are hinder- 
ing other lines or not. I know it is not fair 
to compare too closely a single track road 
with a double track one, because trains must 
pass on sidingg and be waited for, but when 
these delays occur dally, week after week, 
month after month, with discouraging regu- 
larity it should seem proper that a new 
method be found or more trains brought to 
this task in railroading.

Station and within easy reach of the offices 
at Charlotte, so that a pusher might be ob- 
tained in twenty minutes, we waited for an 
hour and a half until another train came 
up behind us and pushed ug over the crest. 
As a consequence passengers missed impor- 
tant connections with other trains at Char- 
lotte, mails were delayed and ladies and 
children had to spend the night tn Chafotte. 
An intelligent conductor would have had @ 
helping engine out in twenty minutes and 
solved the problem. Take another illustration. 
This morning I left Augusta for Columbia 
at 11:30 o'clock. Before we had gone ten 
milee we had lost fifteen minutes, and though 
the schedule is three hours for 82 mileg—no 
faster than a fast freight—we had lost half 
an hour in 40 miles, and though there was 
no waiting for trains to pass, we did not 
make up a minute. The dawdling at stations 
was remarked upon by a fellow traveler and 
the slowness with which the engineer re- 
sponded to the signal to go ahead. 

Multiply such instances, make them habitual, 
let operatives take such views of the need- 
lessness of rapid work, and mails will al- 
ways be late and travel made uncertain and 
laborious and distressiag. Success to your 
efforts.

interstate commerce commission has 
written a letter taking a position in op- 
to Senator Fulton's bill pro- 
railroad companies ,from ad- 
vancing rates in the face of a protest 
made by a shipper until the commis- 
sion shall have passed on the reasona- 
bleness of the increase. 

“To give to the protest of a single 
effect of preventing the 
advance of any rate until the reasona- 
bleness cf that advance Was affirma- 
tively determined by the commission,”’ 
says the letter, ““‘would establish a hard 
and fast rule of doubtful fairness to tne 
railroads and questionable advantage to 
the public. Under existing conditions 
we are of the opinion that it would be 
unwise™to adopt the arbitrary limita- 
tion which this bill proposes, whatever 
mav be found desrable or necessary In 
this regard in the future.” 

The eommission also finds an 
tion to the bill in a possiollity of in- 
creased burdens upon the commission. 
On this point they say. 

“If every proposed advance had to be 
investigaied by the commission and of- 
ficially sanctioned before it eould take 
effect. the number of cases to be con- 
sidered would presumably be great 
as to render their prompt disposition 
almost impossible. In instances of jus- 
tifiable increase the delay 
resulting from the probable volume of 
would work injustice to the car- 
riers. i'ntil conditions become’ more 
stable and the substantive provisions 
of the act are mere completely observed 
in ratiway tariffs and practices, we en- 
tertain the belief that wider latitude 
of discretion on the part carriers 
than this measure allows should be per- 
mitted.’ F

Bartlett Speaks Against Bill. 


Judge Bartlett made a lengthy speech 
against the project and quoted numer- 
OUg decisions of the supreme court 
which he claimed bore upon the ques- 
tion. He laid. particular stress upon the 
language of the court in the Kansas VS. 
Colorado case. which follows: ‘The 
Tnited States government can claim no 
powers which were not granted to it by 
‘the constitution and the powers actu- 
ally granted must be such as are ex- 
pressly given or given by necessary 
implication.” He held that. the govern: 
ment had no authority under the consti- 
tution to acquire land for forest re- 
serves since ‘each state has full juris- 
diction over the lands within its.bor- 
ders. including the beds of streams 
and other rivers.’ Judge Bartlett said: 

‘It would be strange In the absence 
of a definite grant of power. if the na- 
tional government should enter the ter- 
ritory of the states along the Atlantic 
and legislate in respect to improving by 
irrigation or otherwise the lands within 
their borders.’ 

He said that if the gavernment hed 
the right to acquire land in Georgia for 
forest reserves to prevent silt from 
washing into the rivers, it had the 
right to say to a farmer in Georgia how 
he should terrace his land to prevent 
mud from washing into the creek.

gard to planting and fertilizing a biue grass 
lawn, in which you say, ‘‘In the spring, when 
the grass begins to grow, an application: of 

50 to 75 pounds of nitrate of soda will make 

the grass grow vigorously.'’ Kindly teil me 

how and when yqu apply the nitrate of soda; 
whether when the grass is wet or dry, before, 
during or just after a rain. Have a lawn 
about 100 feet square, sowed in September to 
blue and a mixture of other grasses. Have 

a fairly good stand and want to heip it 

along this spring. Several have told me I 

would burn out the grasg if I put on the ni- 

trate of soda, so please tell me how, when 
and how much to apply. 

(2) About January 1 I sent to the Georgia 
experiment station, Experiment, Ga., for bul- 
letin 72. which you have so often recommend- 
ed. but do not get answer nor bulletin. I 
understand the bulletin is free; is that 
so” J directed my letter as above, did 
not inclose stamps nor money. 

Answer—(l) The nitrate should be ap- 
rlied whenever the ground has a good 
season in jt and when the conditions 
ere otherwise favorable for the growth 
the regardless of whether it 
be just before or just after a rain. 
Fut it is well to avoid apply the ni- 
trate when the grass itself is wet with 
dew or rain, as i. would scalg it to 
scme extent (but would not seriously 
injure). 

Fifty pounds per acre evenly distrib- 
ufed would probably be sufficient as a 
first application in the spring to young 
grass. The next application may be 
after the first mowing and may be in- 
creased to 75 pounds per acre and re- 
peated at the latter rate two or three 
times during the growing season or 
until July 4. then hold up until the 
fall rains set in and the grass com- 
mences to revive trom the heat of July 
and August. One hundred feet square

Answer—I will premise by 
that the b:ack lapd 1s not an ideal sort 
cotton. On the soils of middle 
Georgia, to which I have been accus- 
tomead, an acre that would produce 
twenty-tive bushels of corn shouid yiel4 
ore bale of cotton, the conditions being 
+qualiy favorable for the two crops 
and using nearly or quite twice as 
much fertiizer on tne cotton as on the 
corn. 

The color and texture of the soil in- 
dicate that there is a deficient supply 
o* phospaoric. acid and possibly of pot- 
asl... In other words, there is a com- 
parative excess of nitrogen. This is 
still farther indicated by the fact that 
ihe cotton runs to weed and does not 
nature its bolis.

This amount woulg probably 
not increase the yield to one bale, but 
possibly 800 pounds, or the whole 1[,350 
pounds applied to one and a half acres 
might accomplish it. You see, I have 
no means of knowing how much the 
land would produce. 

The application of 200 to 300 pounds 
of acid prohphate and 25 to 35 pounds 
muriate (or 100 to 140 pounds kainit) 
might cause it to produce a crop of 
reas provided the land is not infested 
with spofes of the Witt disease. For 
oats I suggest 259 pounds acid phos- 
phate, 150 pounds cotton seed meal and 
50 pounds muriate per acre, or in that 
proportion. 


SELF-SUCKING COW. 

Z. M. Floyd, Pelham, Ga.—Please advise 
me what will prevent a cow sticking herself. 
I have a heifer. 2% years old; about three 
weeks ago she dropped her first calf. Not 
having a calf, she was difficult to milk. I 
notice she has one teet she sucks when her 
bag begina to get full. We have tried the 
muzzle with sharp spikes, but this don’t 
seem to help her any. She is a very fine 
milker. 

Answer—A self-cucking cow is what 
may be called a “hard proposition.” I 
wouldn't own such a cow, only until 
she went dry—then fatten and convert 
into beef. 

There are a number of contrivances 
tc prevent the vice. One may be ef- 
fective with one cow and utterly fail. 
with others. The best is one 
that will make it absolutely 
impossible for the animal to get 
her sucking apparatus to her teats. 
Make a. frame something like the 
frame of an old-fashioned chair, minus 
the back, which you might call a crib; 
and put it around her neck. It should 
fit snug enough and be long enough 
r:om where {ft rests against the shoul- 
ders to where it comes near the head 
to absolutely prevent the cow from 
turning her head to right or left. 

Another pl&n: Put on an ordinary 
halter, the nose band fitting snugly 
around the nose just agove the mouth. 
Fasten it close up to the end of a light 
pole between the legs and fasten the 
other end to a well adjusted sursingle 
around her body, close behind the fore- 
legs, this end of the pole projecting 
about a foot farther back than the sur- 
cingle. There you have it. 


MOLASSES FOR HORSES. 

E. H, Kirksey, Albany, Ga.—Having read 
a number of times that molasses was a valu- 
able food for horses, I eoncluded to ask your 
opinion of its valu@. -Having horses to care 
for, I am interested in anything which may 
be of any benefit to them. I am an R. F. D. 
Carrier living in the country and have to 
travel about 32 miles per day, so you see I 
have to give my horses good attention to keep 
them long. Could you give’me the address of 
some firm who keeps it who does not live 
too far away it to be profitable to ship? 

A few experiments (at expgriment 
stations) have been made in feeding 
cane molasses to horses and mules, and 
these gave very satisfactory results. 
The amount fed was three to four 
pounds per day per horse. Analysis 
shows that cane molasses is about 
equal in feeding value to Indian corn— 
pound for pound. The practice was to 
dilute the molasses with an equal bulk 
,of water and sprinkle and stir into 
cther feed, preferably shelled oats. or 
wheat bran. According to the above 
figures about five gallons of molasses 
would be equal to one bushel! of corn. 

I do not know of whom you can get 
the cheap grade of molasses. Ask the
